Measures Hardness of Metals. 
An instrum ent to m easure the hard- 
ness of m etals has been recently d e ­ 
vised. m ore especially de sig ne d and 
found very useful in the m anufacture 
of tools like twist drills, w here th e 
hardness has to be kept between na r­ 
row' limits. 
It consists of a glass tube, 
within which a steel ball of 40 grains' 
weight, treated by a special process 
so as to have jewel hardness, falls 
freely. 
The height of the rebound of 
th* ball measure« the hardness of th* 
metal it strikes. 
W ere tlu* area of 
contact 
be tw een tin* dropped weight 
;iml Ah«* metal larger, so that no ap- 
preeiabk* dent were made, the rebound 
weald be a m ea s u r e of elasticity rath 
r r th an hairiness.
